Because the most stirring events 
took place in the chapel in the old, 
old days, I name this, my last 
chapter, after it. The exhibitions, 
the anniversaries, visitors, entertain* 
ments, funerals, and June Com 
inenceinents, all took place within its 
walls. The war news was also 
given out from the platform. Morn- 
ing and evening prayers were observ- 
ed daily. The eastern ami western 
lights shone through the stained 
glass borders of the window 
times, touching faces with a glow of 
bright color as forming a halo 
around heads otherwise plain and 
dark. The benches, if newly var- 
nished, made rising to prayers 
tremely difficult at times. Rip rip 
zipp, went our dresses, and on fin- 
backs often a telltale stain. 

In my time the chapel was not 
finished. The heavy roof u 
ped up with four unpaiuted pill 
After a while a new roof was built 
and the pillars disappeared. While 
the changes were being made, the 

pupils dined in the basement and the 

officers and teachers in the lib. 
These latter never returned to the 
public hall, and it was as well or 
better, for their choicer dishes and 
more varied viands were borne along 
the whole hall till they reached the 

head table, making many a mouth 
water for them. 

One cold night the dining room 
caught fire, threatening the chapel 
walls above. Some of the High 
Class boys, sitting up hue in their 

Study hall, spied it and quickly put 

out what might have been a serious 
fire. Next day they were bet 

As if fire were not enough, once 
an earthquake visited Manhattan Isl- 
and, and our Chapel was badly 
shaken. I do not remember that any 
damage was done it, but we were all 
pretty well scared Another time 
lightnimj struck the roof, rolled over 
and came out of the wall near the i 
deback Memorial. A few loosened 
slates, and a tmrsted water-tank, « 
the sum total of damages. The Hood 
let loose rolled down the stairs, 
through the lower halls and basement 
So flood, lire, earthquake, and light 
ning, did their worst and left no ru n 
bemad. .Standing in the middle, 
protected on four Sides by other build 
ings, storms were not able to destroy 
any part of it. One evening, when 
the school had atari] sin hundred 
pupils, we were standing In the 
front halls watching them file up Un- 
winding staircase, to see some to 
tainment given there. My brother 
in law, who had oOttM over with 01, 
ptotested he did not believe t 
were so many boys mid girls -tin v 
just went out of the back doors, lo 
■tniiie around tO the front again. 
Walt and see them in the Chapel 
was my reply. 

The Peets.were both Presbyterians 



and strict in their religious observ- 
ances. Every Sunday afternoon we 
had prayers and a sermon. We all 
had our favorites among the profes 
sors. Some made lectures that ap- 
pealed to the higher educated pupils 
and the semi unites, while the 
younger ones enjoyed those that told 
stories " to point a moral and adorn 
a tale." Peculiarities of manner 
or of sign-making, were eagerly 
noticed and discussed afterwards. 

Once on leaving our seats a girl 
turned to me and said: " Just sixty 
times." "What do you mean?" 
1 asked. "Why, the lecturer read- 
justed his glasses just sixty time*." 
So, that is what she had been doing, 
counting instead of imbibing instruc- 
tion. One professor got so absorbed 
in his prayer that often he turned 
around and faced the blackboard 
instead of the audience, 

Dr. I. L. Peet and several of the 
hearing professors would converse 
with the deaf according to the 
levels they had reached, but there 
were some who never quite grasped 
the fact that a semi- mute could ap- 
ite familiar quotations or tin- 
tnd a pun without help. 1 
remember being very angry once, 
when we were leaving the chapel 
after a ratln-r long and tedious lecture 
from a visitor, a professor turned 
to me and said " Pace requiescit," 
to which I smiled an assent. Sud- 
denly lie seemed to fear I did not 
quite grasp the point, BO added: " I 
meant 'Rest in Peace.'" I felt 
tempted to give him a freezing 
stare, but forbore, and in 
smile my thanks 

Many great men sat within those 
walls, and would that I could re- 
member all their nanus and the in- 
uig incidents that took place. 
Lady Fran Klin, the widow of Sir 
John, the North Pole explorer made 
a visit one day accompanied by 
friends, The Qrinnell expedition 
was one result of her American visit, 
for she never gave up hope of solv- 
ing her husband's disappearance.

Once quite a crowd of celebrities

member, Rev. Newman Hall, a 
celebrated Bnglish divine gave us a 

talk about his travels. Coining in 
the dining hall aftct wards, he asked 
leave to taste our dinner, and pro 
nottneed it good and well cooked. 
A great Scotchman, whose name 
say memory, asked what 
I ki .-otland, and after read- 



ing my reply, wrote on the black- 
board: " May the bonnie lassie live 
to visit the land of Burns." 

Other visitors were not as sensi- 
ble, for some subjects went over our 
heads, and Bible incidents that were 
not familiar, but beyond our ken. 
A hint from Dr. Peet would some- 
times give us an idea — sometimes we 
used camouflage. 

The boys and girls of that day 
came of pure American stock* most- 
ly, and had good old English, 
Scotch, Irish and Dutch (Holland- 
er) names There were two pure- 
blooded Indians. The boy, Allen 
Big-knife, had some talent for draw- 
ing. Poor boy ! he died of con- 
sumption not long after leaving 
school. The girl was the real wild 
Indian. She would often disappear, 
to be found up a tree, down by the 
river, or behind a rock. She proved 
a handful to the matron or caretaker. 
Nicknames we applied to many, 
like all healthy boys and girls of 
any intelligence — more in fun than 
in malice. One girl, rather wild 
from Florida, earned the name of the 
Florida Screech Owl, from the 
officers, an account of her unearthly 
yells As if that were not enough, we 
called her Jeff Davis, for he represent- 
ed everything bad in war days. We 
know now that he was a gentleman 
with a kind heart. His one fault 
was his obstinacy in refusing to see 
anything good in opinions that 
differed from his own. 

Our May auuiversary exhibitions 
were held in New York at the 
Academy or Music, or Irving Hall, 
so as to draw larger crowds. It was 
not easy to get up to Fanwood in 
those days of slow stages and horse 
cars. Those of us who went were 
taken in stages, and on our return a 
good hot supper was our reward. 
Commencement came late in June. 
We all wore white and wreaths of 
Bowers. My graduation took place 
June, 1867, the Semi-Centennial year, 
and now it is time for the hundredth 
anniversary. Dear me ' where have 
those years llown ' 

Dr. H. P Peet, then retiring, gave 
a resume of the school's history and 
his work. Others followed with 
long drawn out speeches. Au aunt 
aud a party of friends, who had 
come up to see me graduate, were 
afraid the exercises would be cut 
out. leaning over, she asked if 
they were to be of Semi-Centennial 
length. 

The walks around the school 
were very lovely and as nature left 
them. Port Washington was one 
favorite point, and the High Bridge 
another. Numerous ponds gave us 
fine skating in winter. 

Since Dr. I. I,. J'eet retired 1 have 
visited Fanwood but ouce. There 
are certainly improvements inside 
the buildings, but I cannot call the 
addition on the north side one. It 
makes the building look lop-sided. 
Why not have put it in the back, or 
somewhere else, and left the fine 
main building with its two towers lo 
face the river ? This opinion is 
1 by others. The military 
drill is fine, and the training also of 
such hearing ts, by music. 

When Dr. Peet lived he once ex- 
perimented on us with a drum. The 
Morse Telegraph Alphabet was 
taught US by taps of the sticks. 
Willi our backs turned to the drum- 
mer, we read the messages given 
ami made them out ou the black- 
board. 

We welcome thi leal in the 

education of the deaf — but hold to 
sonic of the old an to good to let go 
forever. We ktimf tin slou 

holds as zealous aud meat 

of \ ore ; but have as 
many Principals been as well loved 
as Dr I. I. Peet' Have as many 
been as highly esteemed as Doctors 
Wilkinson, Pay, Clarke, aud Wester- 

velt ? Have is many won the 

trust and friendship of the deaf as 
Mr, Jenkins ? Have as many made 
as gieat improvements in the phy- 
sical training of their pupils as Mr. 
Curlier ' These men were all old 
Fanwood teachers before they be- 
came Principals of .Schools. 

Then there are Dr. Thomas Gal- 
laudet atid Rev Henry W. Syle. 
They gave all; heart, soul, and body, 
to their work Indeed, Mr. Syle 
gave life too, for his death followed 
cxposute going to a sick bed. A 
former pupil of Mi. Weston Jenkins 
has just written me that my husband 
always made him think of Sir 
Walter Raleigh, and that his devo- 
tion to duty, in a greater measure 
than some others, was one of his 



leading traits. How true this is, 
none other knows better than 'ray- 
self. 

I hope the old graduates will en- 
joy these simple sketches of the 
past, and that the present pupils 
will find some pleasure in comparing 
these days with the others.

There is nothing finer in the 
world than the spirit of brother- 
hood. The boy who has no young- 
er brother to protect and with whom 
to share his joys and sorrows certain- 
ly misses a great deal. To get the 
full joy out of life, a boy needs a 
brother — though some boys think 
the best things are to have a dog 
and the enjoyment of a " swimmiu' 
hole ' 

Down in Kentucky, in 191 5, there 
were born into the big brotherhood 
of Boy Scouts of America thirty - 
two new brothers — well-developed, 
strong, manly boys, with the ex- 
ception that they cannot hear and 
talk. They have the same love of 
games, athletics and God's out-of- 
doors — the same hopes, difficulties, 
disappointments and aspirations as 
anyone. 

I am wondering how many of the 
Boy Scouts know the deaf-mute al- 
phabet ? There are many good rea- 
sons why all should know it, and not 
a single reason cau be found why all 
boys should not. It is easy to learn 
when oue applies himself, as is 
shown by the instance of a young 
officer in the United States Navy, 
who learned the alphabet and was 
spelling complete sentences in thirty 
minutes ! 

One good reason for Scouts learn- 
ing it is because Scouts want to do 
as many good turns as possible, and 
there is no better turn one can do 
than to prepare himself to converse 
with a brother scout who is deaf 
and thereby bring more comradeship 
into his life. 

To the troop meutioned above 
there was added another in 19 16. 
Kentucky was the first State to 
successfully organize troops of Boy 
Scouts in the schools for the deaf; 
and since the work was begun here, 
troops have been organized at a num- 
ber of other similar schools. 

We hope that the cjhiy is not far 
distant when there will be deaf Scouts 
in every State in the Union. Any 
Scout will find lots of pleasure in 
practicing the alphabet with his hear- 
ing chum. 

There are a great many times 
when any Scout would like to com- 
municate silently and swiftly with 
his " partner," especially when iu a 
crowd, where other means of com- 
munication are cut off. 

A person who is deprived of hear- 
ing and speech is a deaf-mute, and 
not a "dummy." That objection- 
able term, often applied to the deaf, 
should not be used except in speak- 
ing of the wax figures on which 
ai tides of wearing apparel are dis- 
played in the shop windows. If one 
wishes to incur the displeasure, if 
not active dislike, of the deaf, just 
let him find out that he has been so 
disrespectful — or thoughtless, which 
amounts to the same thing — as to 
refer to them as "dummies." A 
Scout is courteous, and if he has 
ever used this obnoxious term, it 
was because he did not know how 
his deaf friends felt about it. 

State schools for the Deaf are not 
homes where the students stay the 
year round, but are simply schools 
where they study for nine months 
aud then go home for vacation, just 
as their hearing brothers aud sisters 
do. 

It would interest other Scouts to 
see this fine bunch of Scouts here, 
thirty-two and all in uniform, start- 
ing for a hike to Dix River, five 
miles away, where the Scoutmaster 
owns a " shack." The " eats," too, 
would interest them, for our sir 
inteudent is liberal with his " O. K " 
for supplies from the store-room. 

The deaf boys catch on to every- 
thing rapidly, because they are self- 
trained from the very beginuing to 



use their eyes. That is one thing 
all scoutmasters have to keep ham- 
mering on— to get their scouts to use 
their eyes along with their grey 
matter ! 

Of the thirty-two boys registered 
at headquarters in October, thirty- 
one passed the second-class tests 
creditably the following April. The 
other boy was called home unexpec- 
tedly before the test was made. 
"Some record," you say ? Well, I 
should think so, for that was a 
thorough one. When two college 
professors aud the police judge select 
the questions, it is almost time to 
call for help! 

Three of these boys are proudly 
wearing first-class scout badges. 
Several others have passed all tests 
except the swimming test. On this 
point the weather had been against 
us, but snow and zero temperature 
have not discouraged scouts meet- 
ings. 

"Tenderfoots" are scarce, even 
among our youngest boys, and with 
good weather we hope soon to ad- 
vance them. This unusual plural 
reminds me of the story of the tailor 
who wanted to order some of those 
heavy irons used for pressing 
clothes. He first wrote, " Please 
send me five tailor's gooses." That 
did not look right, so he changed it 
to read, ' ' Please send me five tailor's 
geese." Still he wasn't satisfied, 
and finally the order went in as 
follows, " Please send me tailor's 
goose. Yes, hang it, send five." 

Our boys are doing their "bit" 
to win the war. Scouts in uniform 
have delivered the President's Flag 
Day address to every house in the 
city. Circulars regarding Syrian 
relief aud other benevolences have 
also been distributed. Our school 
is thoroughly organized for the 
monthly sale of War Saving Stamps, 
and we are ready in a short time to 
handle the major part of the publi- 
city work in the Third Liberty Loan 
and Red Cross drives. 

We hope to bring nearly all of our 
boys up to first class. Necessarily 
there will be some failures; but every 
fellow is working hard, and therein 
lies the secret of success. While we 
remember the lines of one poet, "Not 
failure, but low aim, is crime," we 
are changing the lines of another to 
read, "It is better to have tried and 
failed, than never to have tried at 
all."

It is evident that the whole deaf 
of Chicago are indignant at the 
turn of affairs now prevalent at the 
Jacksonville school as stated in my 
last week's letter. Ernest Craig, a 
form ir product of the Chicago 
School, is the most vigorous indi- 
vidual over the outrage. At the 
recent meeting of the Chicago 
chapter of the I A. D., he recalled 
how the superintendent of Ihe 
Ohio School was instrumental in 
checking or thwarting any scheme 
played by state boards to interfere 
with the school's affairs, and asked 
the audience point blank, why the 
superintendent at Jacksonville 
had not shown the same backbone 
in fighting for the cause of the deaf 
children. It was explained that 
there is no *' superintendent" ex- 
ists al (he Illinois School, and that 
it has been substituted by a " man- 
aging officer," which means that 
the directing head lives at the 
State capital. Accordingly a com- 
mittee to draft lesolntious of pro- 
test was immediately acted on aud 
Ernest Craig wrote the letter re- 
produced below. The Journal 
writer has a daughter in the school, 
and in lending the committee bis 
his unqualified aud hearty endorse 
ment, believes his sentiment is 
shared by other indignant parents. 

The letter is addiessed to Hou. 
Charles E. Thome, director of De- 
partment of Public Welfare, Spring- 
field, Illinois: 

" Al the quarterly meeting of the 
Chicago Chapter ot the Illinois As- 
SOlstlon of the Deaf, held Saturday 
evening, April Gih, a vigorous 
piotest was made against the pro- 
posed change whereby inmates of 
the State Hospital for the Insane 
are hereafter to be brought over to 
do all the farm and garden work 
for the school for the deaf, thereby 
depriving the deaf children of the 
opportunity to learn ihe funda- 
mental principles of farming, of 
which they have in the past be- 
come adept as shown by the numer- 
ous graduates who now own aud 
manage their own farms. 

Now, is there, anywhere in the 
whole state of Illinois, a deaf man 
or woman"with soul so dead" that 
he or she will not rise aud registei 
a protest against the flagrant condi- 
tions that are sure to follow in the 
event that this proposed change is 
made permanent? This is no time 
to worry about the bread and 
butter" of superintendents and 
teachers at schools for the deaf, so 
long as they do not arise and unite 
with the parents of deaf children in 
thwarting this disgraoeful scheme 
to deprive them of a chance to learn 
farming and gardening. 

While ihe proposed change may 
look right from an economical point 
of view, yet the depriving of the 
children of their just rights to learn 
gardening while at school under 
a competent instructor who under- 
stands the sign language, and thus 
imparls his instruction to them in 
such a way, is bound to have an 
incalculably bad effect on theohil 
dren after leaving school should they 
choose farming as a life occupation. 
Teach the child as he grows, aud 
the better the foundation of his 
education the brighter and lighter 
will his work be. 

We can see no feasible reason 
for mixing insane patients with the 
deaf, and are of the opinion that 
more harm than good will even 
tually ensue, as experience will 
prove. 

The members of the Chicago 
Chapter, two-thirds of whom are 
graduates of the Jacksonville 
School for the Deaf, take a keen 
Interest in all matters concerning 
the welfare of their alma mater, and 
through the committee beg to 
submit this protest. n
